liean State Committee the nlxivo propositions 
Eully carry out in letter and spirit the rc'.-u»lu- 
tton passed by the llnrrisbiirs Convention 
June 21, and that wo hereby pledge the Stale 
Committee to cirry out in good faith any one oE 
the fore.^oiut; propositions which may b:1 ac- 
cepted. 


On tho part oil tho Regular Republi- 


cans, this was thought to bo a reasonable 
basis on which to settle tho difficulty, 
and the propositions and resolution wore 
submitted to tho Independent Republi- 
can candidates for their acceptance or 
rejection. 


On the 13tU oE July, tho '.Independent 


Republican candidates met in Philadel- 
phia to consider ths above propositions.

Tbo Art of making- TTp Faces Among 


tlic Theatrical People. 


[Talk ot a Professional In N"!w York SUE.] 


"It must be a great deal of trouble to 


make up every night." 
' 'Ah, but, me boy, look at the result! 


Go down to the Thalia. Theater, where 
they still do it, and, if only five years 
havo elapsed between the acts, see how 
it is shown on every fico oil the stage." 
"It is difficult to make up well, is it 


not?" . 
. "Well, no," said the actor, lighting a 
fresh cigar and assuming a more .con- 
fidential pose; " the rules are simple 
enough, and with a little practice, almost 
any amateur could learn to make up ar- 
tistically if ho has any eye for effect. 
Some parts, like Borneo, Charles Sur- 
face, Sidney Darrell, and Claude Mel- 
notto, require very little make-up for a 
young and good-looking actor. The face 
'and neck should be thoroughly covered 
with white powder and the cheek-bones 
and chin lightly touched, with rouge, 
which should not be too red. Then, as 
tho lover ought to look handsome, lie 
should draw a tine black lino under his 
lower eyelashes with a camel-hair brush 
and burnt umber. 
This makes tho eyes 


brilliant. I'm sure it isn't much trouble 
to make up that way." 


"Other 
characters 
are 
harder, 


though." 
"Oh, immeasurably so. But to mako 


n mature man, like Cassio, logo, Mercu- 
tio, John Mildmay or Hawksley, it re- 
quires only a little more work. 
After 


tho actor has laid on the powder aud 
rouged his (ace pretty heavily—for 
men are commonly rather red-faced—ho 
must take his brush, nnd limner and 
trace somo lines from the outer corners 
of his eyes, and other lines down toward 
tho corner o£ tho mouth, from the nose. 
In short, he must make tho crow's feet 
that are visible in all men who have 
lived over thirty years in this tantaliz- 
ing world of ours. 
Then tho chin 


should be touched with alittlo_ blue pow- 
der, which makes it look as if recently 
shaved. These precautions Trill mako 
the most juvenile face look mature. If 
ho has to go further, and look like old 
ago, as in such characters as Lear, Vir- 
ginius—for, ns I said before, Virginius 
was an old man—Kichelieu, Sir Peter 
Teazle, and so on, more work is neces- 
sary. Heavy false-eyebrows must bo 
pasted on, and the eye-hollow darkened 
nnd fairly crowded with lines. Wrinkles 
must bo painted across the forehead, 
furrows down the cheek, downward lines 
from tho corners of the mouth, and_(very 
important) three or four heavy wrinkles 
painted arouiid the neck to give it tho 
shriveled apx^etirance common to old age. 
Tho hollow over the upper lip should bo 
darkened, and also the hollow under the 
lower lip. This gives the mouth tha 
pinched and toothless look. A littlo 
powdered antimony on the cheeks makes 
them look fallen in and shrunken. Then 
tono the face down with a delicate coat- 
ing of pearl powder, and you'll havo as 
old a looking man as you'd care to see."

HABTFOKD, Conn., July 19.—The Su- 


preme Court of Errors, the higest tribu- 
nal in tho State, to-day decided, in a test 
case, that women are not ineligible to ad- 
mission as attorneys because of sex. A 
test caao was made on the application ot 
Miss Mary Hall, who has been a student 
for years in. the law office oC the Hon. 
John Hooker. Mr. Hooker and his wife, 
Mrs. Isabella BeecherHooker, prominent 
in the women's right movement, have 
taken an active interest in Miss Hall's 
application. The applicant passed a very 
satisfactory examination several months 
ago, but in the absence of any precedent, 
the question of tho eligibility of women 
as lawyers never having been raised iu 
this State.'the County Court reserved the 
matter of admission for the opinion of 
the Supreme Court. Miss Hall will now 
renew her application, or the court may 
act upon the one now pending.

Ancient Chinese Burial. 


The Celestial Empire gives in a recent 


number an account of a Chinese burial in 
lormer times. 
A man of means pur- 


chased his coffin when he reached the age 
of forty. He then had it painted three 
times every year with a species of varnish, 
mixed with pulverized porcelain—acorn- 
position which resembled a silicate paint 
or enamel. The process by which tho 
varnish was made has been lost to the 
Chinese. 
Each coating of this paint 


was made of some thickness, and when 
dried had a metallic firmness resembling 
enamel. Frequent coats of this, if the 
owner lived long, caused tho coffin to as- 
sume the appearance of a sarcophagus, 
with a foot or more in thickness of this 
hard, stone-like shell. After death the 
veins and the cavities of the stomach 
were filled with quicksilver for the pur- 
pose of preserving the body. A piece 
of jade was then placed in each nostri] 
and ear and in one hand, while a piece of 
bar-silver was placed in the other. The 
body thus prepared was put on a layer 
of mercury within the coffin ; the lattei 
was sealed and the whole committed to 
its last resting-place. 
When some ol 


these sarcophagi were opened after the 
lapse of centuries the bodies were found 
in a wonderful state of preservation, but 
they crumbled to dt.Bt on exposure to 
tho air.
